Wait-times 
tracker 
coming to an 
ER near you 

Alberta health officials are 
eyeing a summer launch 
for a public emergency 
room wait-times tracker 
in Edmonton, saying 
the application has seen 
much success in Calgaiy, 

Health officials esti¬ 
mate up to 40 per cent 
of non-critical Calgaiy 
emergency room patients 
are heading online to 
albertahealthservices.ca 
to view wait times before 
venturing to a hospital. 

The service was 
launched in Calgaiy last 
summer. 

David Brewin, execu¬ 
tive director of the AHS 
provincial access team, 
said the application is 
helping a move toward 
more consistent wait¬ 
time averages across all 
hospitals. 

“People are making 
informed decisions,” he 
said. “In the past, it was 
shied away from, giving 
the public information, 
(but) we have dispelled 
some of those worries.” 

Kitchener, Ont., 
recently launched the 
same service and other 
municipalities have 
taken an interest as well, 
Brewin said. 

Rick Lundy, chair of 
the Open Arms Patient 
Advocacy Society, said he 
believes the online tool 
marks a turning point in 
patient care. 

“You used to just go 
and sit in a waiting room, 
sometimes not knowing 
it was at 160 per cent 
capacity,” he said. 

In Calgary, Brewin said 
fine-tuning of the tracking 
process and technology 
has led them to determine 
the wait-time tracking 
system is now accurate 
to within an hour 90 per 
cent of the time.

Change is on track for LRT 
commuters, as trains will 
operate less frequently over 
the spring and summer 
months due to construction. 

Starting April 29 through 
to September, the LRT will 
operate on a nine-minute fre¬ 
quency from the start of ser¬ 
vice until 9 p.m. 


Currently during peak 
hours trains come eveiy five 
minutes. 

“People are not going to be 
happy,” said transit spokes¬ 
person Patricia Dickson, “be¬ 
cause they’re going to have to 
change their travel plans.” 

Annali Lazowski takes the 
train from Belvedere to Cor¬ 
ona daily at 6:26 a.m., arriv¬ 
ing at work at 6:45 a.m. 

“I now am going to have 
to completely adjust my mor¬ 
nings so that I am able to make 
it to work on time,” she said. 

While there will be five- 
car trains during peak hours 
— and major events — to 
accommodate the expected 
crowding, Lazowski said that 
should always be the case.

Project manager Brad 
Smid said trains will sin¬ 
gle-track from 95 Street to 
Churchill so the work can be 
done, causing the need for 
the schedule shift. 


Saturday, then every 15 
minutes, and a 15 -minute 
frequency all day Sundays. 


• Work is also being done 
on the Churchill LRT plat¬ 
form, with an estimated 
one-third to half of it be¬ 
ing fenced off. 


“What we have to do is re¬ 
place all the track in that area 
with the new track that has 
the switch points,” said Smid. 

The southbound tracks 
will be done first, followed 
by the northbound later this 
summer.

Elephant free but 
Lucy to stay put

While the long-term goal of 
the Edmonton Valley Zoo is to 
not have elephants, Luq^ will 
not be moved. 

That statement was made 
— again — on Thursday 


after Calgaiy Zoo officials an¬ 
nounced four full-grown ele¬ 
phants and an expected new¬ 
born will bid farewell to their 
home sometime in the next 
five years. 

“The bottom line is I believe 
the people in Calgaiy are doing 
what’s best for the animals (in 
their) care,” said Edmonton 
Valley Zoo veterinarian Milton 
Ness. 

“I applaud them for the 
hard decision.” 

According to Calgary Zoo 
president Dr. Clement Lanthi- 
er, there would need to be as 
many as six elephants added in 
Calgary to keep the animals, as 
the decision was based on an 
understanding elephants need 


to live in a larger social setting. 

Samantha, an African ele¬ 
phant, was moved from Ed¬ 
monton to North Carolina to 
join a breeding herd in 2007 
after “a thoughtful decision¬ 
making process,” the city said 
in a release. 

Meanwhile Lucy, an Asian 
elephant, has a respiratory 
condition and placing her in 
a stressful situation, such as 
moving, “would be life-threat¬ 
ening and this is a risk that we 
cannot and will not take,” the 
city’s release said. 

“Lucy is very content and 
happy,” said Ness. 

“Lucy is strongly attached 
to (her) keepers.”

Italy cashes in 
on alternative 
Sardex currency 


Euro. One region is 
beating the euro woes 
by using an alternative 
barter currency

An Italian region is living 
without the euro as a grow¬ 
ing number of Sardinians 
have adopted the alternative 
currency Sardex, an online 


circuit of commercial trans¬ 
actions to barter goods and 
services. 

“We saw what was coming 
from the U.S. after the Leh¬ 
man Brothers’ collapse and 
we prepared an appropriate 
answer suitable for our small 
context,” Sardex co-founder 
and CEO Gabriele Littera, 26, 
told Metro. 

“If a restaurant owner 
now struggles to fill his diner 
with people, our brokers will 
contact other associates to 
help him out.” 


A restaurant owner can 
earn Sardex credits by offer¬ 
ing a meal and eventually 
spend them in advertising, 
marketing consultancy or 
computer support provided 
by people belonging to the 
same network. 

Founded in 2009 by four 
young local entrepreneurs 
in Serramanna in Southern 
Sardinia, the network has 
grown to include 500 busi¬ 
ness owners, a number ex¬ 
pected to double by the end 
of the year. 


Top 5 alternative currencies 


• Germany: the chiemgauer: It 

started as a school project but 
now accounts for more than 
2,500 regular users, achieving a 
$6.6 million turnover in 2011. 


• Switzerland: the WIR Bank: 

Funded in 1934 as a result of the 
1929 stock market crash, it is one 
of the oldest and most success¬ 
ful complementary currencies, 
oriented towards small and mid¬ 


sized corporations. 

Italy: Arcipelago SCEC: 

Founders claim it is one 
of the biggest networks 
of the kind in Europe. A 
discount-based system (up 
to 30-40 per cent off the original 
price), it is spread in 12 Italian 
regions with more than 11,000 
members and 2,500 associated 
firms.

Closure will add 
pressure to Ontario jail 
system: Correctional 
Services minister 


Ontario is blasting a federal 
plan to close down two pris¬ 
ons, including one in Kingston, 
even though the province is it¬ 
self shutting down several jails 
to save money. 

Correctional Services Min¬ 
ister Madeleine Meilleur said 
Thursday she wasn’t happy 
about the announcement, say¬ 
ing the closure of the Kingston 
prison that holds killers Paul 
Bernardo and Russell Wilhams 
would put more strain on the 
provincial system. 

“We’re aheady housing 
some of their inmates because 
they don’t have space in their 
federal penitentiary and now 
they’re closing one of their lar¬ 
ger ones, so I don’t understand 
their decision,” she said. 

The government will close 
Kingston Penitentiary, the 
country’s oldest penal insti¬ 
tution, as well as the Leclerc 
prison near Montreal as part of 


a cost-cutting effort. 

The iconic Kingston prison, 
a national historic site whose 
turreted limestone walls are 
a waterfront landmark, dates 
back to 1835. 

Public Safety Minister Vic 
Toews said the closures will 
save $120 million a year as the 
inmates are shifted to more 
modem prisons. 

“Moving these offenders to 
other facilities will increase 


safety and security and ensure 
the best use of hard-working 
Canadians’ tax dollars,” he 
said. 

“Institutions built in the 
19th century are not appropri¬ 
ate for managing a 21st-cen¬ 
tury inmate population.” 

MeiUeur argued the move 
was especially surprising after 
Ottawa introduced a tougher 
crime biU. 

“With C-10, there’ll be 


more people that are being put 
in jail so we’ll need more beds 
so it’s going to put pressure to 
the province because we are 
already housing some of their 
clients. 

Toews disagreed. 

He said dire predictions of a 
spike in the prison population 
because of the Conservative 
government’s crime policies 
were misplaced.

The national real estate market 
may seem to resemble a battle- 
groimd, but a new survey sug¬ 
gests most Canadians would 
prefer not to go to war. 

Three quarters of respond¬ 
ents from an online survey 
done by the Bank of Montrei 
suggested they would walk 
away from a promising prop¬ 
erty purchase rather than get 
roped into a bidding war that 
could raise the ante well be¬ 
yond what they’re prepared to 

pay 

Even among the 25 per 
cent willing to lock horns with 
other buyers, most would pre¬ 
fer to keep the grappling to a 
minimum. Half of respondents 
willing to engage in a bidding 
war said they’d draw the line at 
paying more than 10 per cent 
above the asking price. A ftir- 
ther 25 per cent set their upper 
limit at 20 per cent over asking. 

Prospective homebuyers 
and realtors agree, however, 
that all bets are off in the coun¬ 
try’s most competitive markets. 

Ariel Brewster, 28, has spent 
the past nine months with her 
fiance combing Toronto for a 
modest fixer-upper that can be 
partially converted into rental 
space. 

Twice they’ve submitted an 
offer based on an agent’s ap¬ 
praisal of its value, but they’ve

been outbid by as high as

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Double lung transplant recipient suffers setback 



Helene Campbell, the Ot¬ 
tawa woman who underwent 
a double lung transplant in 
Toronto on April 7, has suf¬ 
fered a setback in her recov¬ 
ery. 

Campbell’s mother, 
Manon, says after being 
taken off a ventilator last 
Saturday, the young woman 
began to have breathing 
problems. 

Her mother wrote that 
“unfortunately, breathing be¬ 
came very difficult for her on 
Sunday evening” and a breath¬ 
ing tube was re-inserted. 


Campbell is receiving 
steroids to combat the early 
onset of rejection and is also 
being treated for a lung in¬ 
fection at Toronto General 
Hospital. 

Her double transplant be¬ 
came necessary after she was 
diagnosed with idiopathic 
pulmonary fibrosis and her 
condition worsened. 

The update was posted 
on her daughter’s website 
on Wednesday, which was 
Helene’s 21st birthday and 
Campbell’s mom wrote that 
her daughter celebrated her 


birthday in good spirits. 

“We witnessed some of 
her first dance moves, bob¬ 
bing her head and shoulders 
to the tune of Walking on 
Broken Glass by Annie Len¬ 
nox today,” she wrote. 

“Despite the challen¬ 
ges, Helene still manages 
to make us and the nursing 
staff laugh.” 

Gampbell’s story made 
world headlines earlier this 
year after pop star Justin 
Bieber endorsed her cam¬ 
paign to promote organ do¬ 
nation. 


She also made an appear¬ 
ance on the talk show Ellen 
via Skype. 

Since, she has gained a le¬ 
gion of followers on Twitter. 

Campbell started raising 
awareness of organ donation 
after being diagnosed with 
idiopathic pulmonary fibro¬ 
sis, which requires a trans¬ 
plant. 

She received new lungs 
on April 7 after her condition 
took a turn for the worse and 
had slowly been recovering 
since then.

Party leaders take part in final debate 



Party leaders battling it out in 
the final days of the Aberta 
election campaign braved the 
barbs of a hve studio audience 
in a final debate before Mon¬ 
day’s vote. 

CBC hosted a leadership 
forum broadcast on TV and 
radio four days before Aber- 
tans head to the polls. 

Liberal Leader Raj Sherman, 
strugghng for traction much 
of the campaign, set the tone 
by suggesting the election has 
turned into a choice between 
bullies and bigots. 

The bullies reference was 
a shot at the Progressive Con¬ 
servatives, who have faced al¬ 
legations they have used heavy- 


handed tactics to silence critics. 

The bigots comment was 
a dig at the Wildrose party, 
which polls suggest is in the 
lead going into the vote. The 
party has faced criticism for its 
position on so-called conscious 
rights and for two candidates 
who have been forced to clarify 
remarks they made about race 
and homosexuality in recent 
days. 

“Do we really have to vote 
for two false choices — a bimch

... systems, and a bimch of big¬ 
ots, who want to further wreck 
our health and education sys¬ 
tems?” Sherman asked. 


Wildrose Leader Danielle 
Smith took the hon’s share of 
heckling from the audience.

Smith has faced criticism 
ever since she suggested ear¬ 
ner this week that the ques¬ 
tion of global warming still 
hasn’t been settled, while al¬ 
most everyone in the scientific 
community and many govern¬ 
ments say it has been.

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Capital murder charge 
may carry death sentence

A nurse accused of fatally 
shooting a new mother and 
speeding away with the 
dying woman’s infant son 
in suburban Houston quietly 
told a judge Thursday that 
she understood she was 
facing capital murder char¬ 
ges. 

Verna McClain, who in¬ 
vestigators said recently suf¬ 
fered a miscarriage and was 
desperate to find a child, 
looked down and spoke soft¬ 
ly during the brief court ap¬ 
pearance. Her bond hearing 
was delayed until Monday, 
though the 30-year-old moth¬ 
er of three will remain jailed 
until then. 

McClain is accused of 
shooting 28-year-old Kala 
Golden in the parking lot of 
a suburban Houston pedi¬ 
atric clinic on Tuesday and 


snatching Golden’s three- 
day-old son. The infant was 
found safe hours later with 
McGlain’s sister, who told 
investigators that McGlain 
planned to adopt the boy. 

Handcuffed and wear¬ 
ing a pink-and-white-striped 
prison uniform, McGlain told 
the judge that she under¬ 
stood the charges against 
her. The judge delayed Mc¬ 
Glain’s bond hearing to give 


her court-appointed attor¬ 
neys more time to work on 
the case. 

The capital murder charge 
carries a potential death sen¬ 
tence. 

Authorities said McGlain 
was so desperate to find a 
child that she went exactly 
where she knew she could 
find one: the pediatric clin¬ 
ic where she had taken her 
three children for checkups. 


But when McGlain went 
to the clinic this week, her 
choice of which child — and 
mother — to target appeared 
to have been random. 

“There is nothing to indi¬ 
cate this was anything be¬ 
yond planning further than 
going to the clinic,” Gapt. 
Bruce Zenor of the Mont¬ 
gomery Gounty sheriff’s of¬ 
fice said.

Terrorism trial in Norway. 
Killer had gruesome plans 
for prime minister 


Gonfessed mass killer An¬ 
ders Behring Breivik testified 
Thursday that he had planned 
to capture and decapitate for¬ 
mer Norwegian Prime Minis¬ 
ter Gro Harlem Brundtland 
during his shooting massacre 
on Utoya island. 

Breivik said his plan was 
to film the beheading and 
post the video on the Inter¬ 
net. Brundtland had already 
left the Labor Party’s youth 
camp on Utoya when Breivik 
arrived on July 22, after set¬ 
ting off a bomb in Oslo that 
killed eight people. 

Sixty-nine people, mostly 
teenagers, were killed on 
Utoya, where nearly 600 
members of the Labour 
Party’s youth wing had gath¬ 
ered for their annual summer 
retreat. 

“The plan was to behead 
Gro Harlem Brundtland while 
it was being filmed,” Breivik 
told the court. 

The far-right fanatic said 
he was inspired by al-Qaida’s 
use of decapitation but noted 
that “beheading is a tradition¬ 
al European death penalty.” 

“ft was meant to be used 
as a very powerful psycho¬ 
logical weapon,” he said. 

Breivik also testified that 



he had prepared for his at¬ 
tacks by cutting off contact 
with the outside world and de¬ 
voting himself to two comput¬ 
er games — Modern Warfare 
and World of Warcraft, play¬ 
ing the second one for 16 
hours a day. 

Brundtland was prime 
minister for the Labor Party 
for 10 years. She later headed 
the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion. 

“Gro Harlem Brundtland 
has no comment on the infor¬ 
mation provided by Breivik, 
nor the court case in gener¬ 
al,” her adviser Jon Moerland 
told The Associated Press.

NASA’s Discovery shuttle lands at museum 



NASA turned over space 
shuttle Discovery on Thurs¬ 
day to the Smithsonian Insti¬ 
tution, the first in its orbiter 
fleet to be transferred to a 
U.S. museum. 

The U.S. Marine Drum 
and Bugle Gorps, astronauts 
including former Sen. John 
Glenn and several thousand 
visitors with American flags, 
greeted Discovery, ft will 
retire as an artifact repre¬ 
senting the 30-year shuttle 
program. 

The world’s most trav¬ 
elled spaceship has been lift¬ 
ed off its Boeing 747 carrier 


and towed to the museum 
near Dulles International 
Airport. 

Gurator Valerie Neal said 
Discovery will be displayed 
as if it just landed, with 
its large payload bay 
doors closed. Some of its 
side panels are worn and 
discoloured, and tiles on 
its underbelly show streaks 
from the flames of re-entry 
to the atmosphere. 

The top question museum 
visitors have been asking is 
whether they will be able to 
walk inside Discovery or see 
the flight deck, Neal said. 


“We don’t permit that 
here because we treat all 
of the aircraft and space¬ 
craft as artifacts, not 
as exhibit props,” she 
said. Allowing people 
to walk inside would require 
cutting a bigger hatch, which 
would damage it. 

Instead, the museum 
has created 360-degree 
interactive pictures of Dis¬ 
covery’s flight deck and 
mid deck.

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Secret service. Chairman 
predicts more firings 
amid prostitution scandal 


A top lawmaker briefed on the 
investigation into a Secret Ser¬ 
vice prostitution scandal pre¬ 
dicted more firings would fol¬ 
low the forced ouster of three 
agency employees. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised if 
you saw more dismissals and 
more being forced out sooner 
rather than later,” Rep. Peter 
King, a Repubhcan, said Thurs¬ 
day. King is being updated on 
the investigation by Secret Ser¬ 
vice director Mark Sullivan. 

The Secret Service is mov¬ 
ing quickly to quell the scandal 
that erupted last week, when 
at least some of 11 agency em¬ 
ployees implicated in the inci¬ 
dent brought prostitutes back 
to their hotel in Cartagena, 
Colombia, where they were 
setting up security for a visit by 
President Barack Obama. 

So far, three people have 
lost their jobs; One supervisor 
was allowed to retire, and an¬ 
other will be fired for cause. A 
third employee, who was not a 
supervisor, has resigned. 

The two supervisors are 
in the agency’s uniformed 
division; one is a sergeant, ac¬ 
cording to a person famihar 
with Secret Service operations 
and refused to be identified be-

Afghans call for quick 
international exit

Afghan President Hamid Karzai 
condemned photographs of U.S. 
soldiers posing with the blood¬ 
ied remains of three suicide 
bombers as “disgusting” and 
said Thursday that only a quick¬ 
er exit of international forces 
can prevent such missteps. 

Karzai joined top American 
officials in denoimcing that 
two-year-old photos, the latest 
in a string of embarrassing 
controversies that have jeopard¬ 
ized relations between the two 
coimtries in the midst of nego¬ 
tiations over the withdrawal of 
foreign troops. 

He also warned that “similar 
incidents of an odious nature” 
in the past sparked angiy reac¬ 
tions from Afghans, including 
violent protests that left dozens 
dead, although there was no im¬ 


mediate sign of a popular back¬ 
lash. 

One photos shows members 
of the 82nd Airborne Division 
posing in 2010 with Afghan 
police holding the severed legs 
of a suicide bomber. The same 
platoon a few months later was 
sent to investigate the remains 
of three insurgents reported to 
have accidentally blown them¬ 
selves up — and soldiers again 


posed and mugged for a photo 
with the remains. 

A photo from the second 
incident appears to show the 
hand of a dead insurgent rest¬ 
ing on a U.S. soldier’s shoulder. 

“The only way to put an end 
to such painful experiences 
is through an accelerated and

Priest never 

investigated, 

juryhears 

A Philadelphia priest 
described by prosecutors as 
a serial predator was never 
investigated after a seminar¬ 
ian’s lurid 1992 complaint 
because the case “feU 
through the cracks.” 

That’s what Monsignor 
William Lynn told a grand 
jury, according to testimony 
read Thursday in Lynn’s 
child-endangerment trial. 

Lynn, the longtime 
secretaiy for clergy for the 
Roman Catholic Archdio¬ 
cese of Philadelphia, is also 
charged with conspiracy for 
his handling of priest-abuse 
complaints. 

The seminarian has testi¬ 
fied that the priest, Stanley 
Gana, had sex with him 
throughout high school, 
and that he reported it to 
Lynn in 1992. 

Lynn told a 2002 grand 
jury that Gana was not sent 
for a psychiatric evaluation 
until a 1995 complaint be¬ 
cause the earlier case “fell 
through the cracks” when 
Lynn changed jobs. 

Gana wasn’t de¬ 
frocked imtil 2006.

UN to get tougher on Syria 


U.S. Secretaiy of State Hil- 
laiy Rodham Glinton called 
Thursday for the UN Security 
Coimcil to adopt a global arms 
embargo and other tough 
measures against S 3 uia to 
reinforce existing Western 
embargoes if the coimtry 
fails to abide by a cease-fe 
designed to end 13 months of 
bloodshed. 

Clinton stopped short of 
calling for outside military 
intervention in Syria — some¬ 
thing there is little to no 
foreign appetite for — and 
acknowledged Russia and 


China would likely veto any 
UN measure. But she insisted 
it was time to impose more 
consequential measures 
on Syrian President Bashar 
Assad’s regime. 

“We have to keep Assad off 
balance by leaving options on 
the table,” she said at a Paris 
meeting of top Western and 
Arab diplomats from the so- 
caUed “Friends of Syria” group. 

Chnton’s address made it 
clear that the U.S. has httle 
faith in the success of special 
envoy Kofi Annan’s six-point 
peace plan. But although U.S. 


pohcy has amoimted to an 
acknowledgment that Assad is 
unlikely to be ousted, the UN 
resolution Clinton seeks could 
strengthen rebels fighting the 
S 5 uian strongman. 

“We need to start moving 
veiy vigorously in the Security 
Council for a Chapter 7 sanc¬ 
tions resolution, including 
travel, financial sanctions, 
an arms embargo, and the 
pressure that that will give 
us on the regime to push for 
comphance with Kofi Annan’s 
six-point plan,” Clinton said.

India’s launch of

India’s successful test of a 
powerful new missile that can 
cany nuclear weapons to Bei¬ 
jing caused barely a ripple — 
even in China—just days after 
North Korea was globally vili¬ 
fied for a failed rocket laimch. 

The vastly different re¬ 
sponses show the world has 
grown to accept India as a re¬ 
sponsible and stable nuclear 
power, while shimning North 
Korea as a pariah. 

“It’s not the spear, but who 
holds the spear that matters,” 
said Rahul Bedi, a defence ana¬ 
lyst in India. “North Korea is a 
condemned nation. It’s a pariah 
coimtiy. Its record of break¬ 
ing nuclear agreements is well 
known. India has emerged in 
that sense as a fairly respon-

sible coimtry.” 

The muted response to 
Thursday morning’s test imder- 
scores how far India has come 
in gaining acceptance for its 
nuclear program. After India 
tested its first nuclear bomb in 
1974, the U.S. put it imder sanc¬ 


tions for a quarter century. 

But last decade, the U.S. re¬ 
moved the sanctions and rati¬ 
fied in 2008 a landmark deal to 
allow civilian nuclear trade that 
effectively accepted India as a 
nuclear nation. 

India hailed its test of the 
Agni-V missile as a significant 
step forward in its aspirations 
to become a regional and world 
power. 

“The nation stands tall to¬ 
day,” Defence Minister A.K. 
Antony said, according to the 
Press Trust of India. 

The missile, with a range of 
5,000 kilometres, stiU requires 
a battery of tests and must clear 
other bureaucratic hurdles 
before it can be inducted into 
India’s arsenal in a few years. 

The condemnation of North 
Korea’s rocket laimch on the 
other hand was swift. The 
United States cancelled a plan 
to send food aid and the UN 
Security Council annoimced it 
would impose new sanctions.

Hackers target 
abortion provider 

Britain’s largest abor¬

Bombs ripped through 10 
Iraqi cities Thursday, killing 
at least 30 people and shat¬ 
tering a month of relative 
calm. Minority lawmakers 
decried the violence as a tra¬ 
gic but inevitable result of 
the Shiite-led government’s 
attempts to dominate Iraqi 
politics. 

Despite simmering sectar¬ 
ian tensions, a lull in deadly 
attacks since mid-March led 
many to hope Iraq had turned 
a corner and away from wide¬ 
spread violence. That proved 
overly optimistic as at least 
14 bombs and mortar shells 
exploded across 10 cities over 
three hours in the morning. 
At least 117 people were 
wounded, police said. 

“What crime have we com¬ 
mitted? How long will such 
violence continue?” wailed a 
woman, who would identify 
herself only by her nickname 


of Um Ali, after watching a car 
explode outside an apartment 
building in western Baghdad. 

“This is security in Iraq,” a 
man nearby muttered sarcas¬ 
tically as he inspected dam¬ 
age to his car. 

Six of the bombings struck 
at security forces and govern¬ 
ment officials - frequent tar¬ 
gets for insurgents. 

In Baghdad alone, 12 
people were killed, mostly in 
Shiite neighbourhoods. The 
other attacks hit northern 
Iraqi cities — from Samarra, 
where a 2006 mosque bomb¬ 
ing touched off the worst of 
the insurgency, to the ethnic¬ 
ally mixed city to Kirkuk, to 
Saddam Hussein’s hometown 
ofTikrit. 

There was no immediate 
claim of responsibility, but 
Baghdad mihtary command 
spokesman Col. Dhia al- 
Wakeel said they resembled 
those carried out by al-Qaida, 
the Sunni Mushm terror net¬ 
work. 

Sunni and Kurdish law¬ 
makers said the bombings 
likely were the result of a 
monthslong political impasse 
that has all but paralyzed 
Iraq’s government since the 
U.S. military withdrawal at 
the end of last year. They 
said ongoing bickering over 


a stalled power-sharing agree¬ 
ment with Prime Minister 
Nouri al-Maliki, a Shiite, has 
opened the door to violence.

Twitter 
swears off 
patentwars 

Some high-profile tech 
sector entrepreneurs are 
rallying behind a new 
Twitter policy that will see 
the micro-blogging service 
refrain from using patents 
to launch pre-emptive legal 
strikes against rivals. 

Twitter announced a 
draft pohcy it calls the In¬ 
novator’s Patent Agreement 
that includes a vow not to 
sue for patent infringement 
imless it is defensive and 
the original developer gives 
permission. 

Along with empowering 
Twitter’s engineering and 
design staff, the policy is 
aimed at curbing the wave 
of patent lawsuits sweeping 
across the tech sector. 

The policy represents a 
significant departure from 
the current state of affairs 
in the industry, Twitter 
says. 

Typically, it says engin¬ 
eers and designers sign 
an agreement with their 
company that irrevocably 
gives that company any 
patents filed related to the 
employee’s work. 

The company then has 
control over the patents 
and can sell them to so- 
called patent trolls who 
launch infringement dam¬ 
age claims. 

Twitter said the policy 
will apply to all patents 
issued to its engineers, even 
if the patents are sold or if 
the developers have left the 
company.

Apple planning 
a smaller iPad? 



Tech talk. Rumours of 
a forthcoming ‘iPad 
Mini’ persist after 
reports that Apple has 
ordered small screens 
from Samsung 


There’s a constantly spinning 
mill of rumours about Apple 
products, most of which turn 
out to be imtrue. What’s im- 
usual this week is that talk has 
revived of a smaller iPad model, 
an idea company foimder Steve 
Jobs derided before he died. 

Apple and its suppliers 
aren’t commenting. Rumours 
of a smaller iPad, or “iPad mini” 
have percolated ever since the 
first iPad was laimched two 
years ago. This time around, 
they’re fed by media reports 
from South Korea, China and 
Taiwan, saying Apple has or¬ 
dered Samsimg screens that are 
7.86 inches measured on the di¬ 
agonal. That would make for a 
screen about half the size of the 
current iPad. 


A smaller tablet would help 
Apple further its lead in the 
tablet market. Apple has suc¬ 
cessfully fended off competitors 
who have tried to sell tablets in 
iPad’s size range. But last year, 
Amazon.com figured out how 
to crack Apple’s stranglehold 
on tablets by making a half-size, 
no-ffills tablet. The result was 
the Kindle Fire, which sells for 
$199 -basically, the cost of pro¬ 


duction. Amazon has sold mil- 
hons of them. 

Apple sells the iPod Touch 
for $199, but its screen is about 
a quarter of the size of the Kin¬ 
dle Fire — a big disadvantage 
for people who want to enjoy 
books, movies and games. It 
also sells the older iPad model 
for $399. It has nothing in be¬ 
tween. 
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Rupert and James Murdoch to 
testify at media ethics inquiry 


Rupert Murdoch and his son 
James will testify before Brit¬ 
ain’s media ethics inquiry 
next week, officials said, as 
police announced the arrest of 
a man identified as the royal 
editor of Murdoch’s scandal- 
tarred The Sun newspaper. 

The Murdochs have been 
at the hub of the scandal over 
wrongdoing at their News 
Corp. media empire and the 
pair can expect fresh ques¬ 
tions about what they knew 
and when they knew it. 

Father and son previously 
gave a dramatic testimony 
before Parhament last year, 
but much more information 



has since spilled out into the 
public domain, including evi¬ 
dence that senior executives 
at News International, the 


company’s U.K. newspaper 
arm, spearheaded an ambi¬ 
tious cover-up involving the 
deletion of incriminating 
emails. 

The inquiry led by Lord Jus¬ 
tice Brian Leveson said Thurs¬ 
day that Rupert Murdoch will 
appear on Wednesday and 
possibly the day after. His son, 
James is expected to appear 
Tuesday. 

Since the scandal boiled 
over, James Murdoch has re¬ 
signed from News Internation¬ 
al and stepped down as chair¬ 
man of satellite broadcaster

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Bugs begone 


Starbucks to stop 
using dye derived 
from beetles 

Starbucks says it will stop 
using a red dye in its drinks 
that is derived from crushed 
bugs. 

The Seattle-based coffee 
chain said Thursday that it 
made the decision to reformu¬ 
late its drinks after feedback 
from consumers. 

The company says it will 
swap out cochineal extract, 
which is made from the juice 
of a tiny beetle, and instead 
use lycopene, a tomato-based 
extract. Starbucks had used 
the coloring in its strawbeny 
flavoured mixed drinks and 
some red-hued snack items. 

The company says the 
items will be reformulated by 
the end of June.

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Smartphone apps 
aim to make tax 
season a little easier 


Tech trend. Doing your 
taxes is never fun, but 
new apps are helping 
more Canadians file 
digitally — and on 
time 


Tax season deadlines can 
throw procrastinating Can¬ 
adians into a last-minute 
panic, but savvy smart¬ 
phone users might find 
relief in a small number of 
apps, some that can make 
tax filing almost as easy as 
snapping a picture.

Intuit, best-known for 
its Quicken and TurboTax 
desktop tax filing software, 
designed the free iPhone 
app to allow Canadians 
to fill out their tax return 


simply by taking a photo 
of their T4 slip, making 
a few minor ad^justments 
to the digitally translated 
information and sending 
it to the Canada Revenue 
Agency. 

The creators of SnapTax 
say their plan is to develop 
a more complex app for 
tablet devices that uses 
the iPhone as a “capturing 
device” that will transfer 
pictures of documents to a 
tablet for future tax season. 

“So, that Movember 
charitable receipt you re¬ 
ceived back in November, 
it would already be waiting 
for you in your tax profile,” 
said Richard McCann, prod¬ 
uct Manager for SnapTax.

Not every actor can convin¬ 
cingly take out an enemy 
with a dinner plate, but 
British actor Jason Statham 
is a man of many talents.

Your movies are very 
physical. Do you have the 
same training routine for 
every film? 

The fighting styles vary. 
They base it on what kind of 
skills the character has and 
how we can justify them. 1 
suppose they always want 
to do something a bit differ¬ 
ent and it has to be a kind 
of spectacle in some way. 
This time it was picking up 
plates. 1 don’t design the 
fights but I have my own 
say, if it’s too ridiculous, 
although what is too ridicu¬ 
lous these days in action 
movies? 

Would you ever challenge 
yourself by not playing an 
action hero? 

That’s like asking Hugh 
Grant if he wants to do 
what I do. You’ve got to 
match man with material. 
I feel that I’m better at this 
than I would be at playing 
a lawyer. Everyone’s got a 
strength [and] maybe you 
should stick with that. 

Does it get easier playing 
similar sorts of characters? 

It’s never comfortable, you 
have to make a convincing 
job of the character. It’s 
not like you can just turn 
up and it just happens. You 
still have to emote a little 
bit. You have to try to put 
yourself in there. It depends 
at what level that emotion 
is and that’s based on the 
writing and (the direction). 
So the fact that Lee Christ¬ 
mas (The Expendables) can 



beat five guys up and so can 
Frank Martin (The Trans¬ 
porter), doesn’t make them 
the same... They’ve got a 
certain skill-set that will 
make you think on the sur¬ 
face that they’re the same 
person, but they’re not. 
One’s called Frank, one’s 
called Lee. 

What was it like working 
with Hollywood’s big¬ 
gest action actors on The 
Expendables? 

It was a great day for me; I 
kept the call sheet because 
I was a part of the biggest 
names in action movies of 
the last God knows how 
many years. I was in great 
company. Sylvester Stal¬ 
lone is someone I have such 
high regard for; he’s a real 
inspiration. To be under 
the wing of that man is a 
privilege. 

Do you still do your own 
stunts?

colorfully known as chillwave

Greene explains that being 
a hip-hop enthusiast helped 
him to develop a producer’s 
ear, as he was led into sam¬ 
pling by the obscure disco/ 
soul/electronic records that 
many of his favourite hip-hop 
acts were sampling. Soon he 
was samphng himself, creat¬ 
ing his own musical mosaics 
by adding various textures to 
his original tracks. 

“It kind of breathes life 
into it and gives a warmth I 
couldn’t get from running in¬ 
struments into my computer,” 
says Greene, speaking from 
his home studio in Atlanta. 

While Within and With¬ 
out leaves behind some of the 
grittier, more soul-flavoured 
elements of the Washed Out 
debut’s quintessentially chill¬ 
wave sound (imagine a cross 
between underground hip- 
hop/electronic and new wave), 
the album still maintains 
enough of the soothing mel¬ 
odic backdrops and indistinct, 
faraway vocals to justify its 
genre’s namesake.

Just because JD McPherson’s 
sound faithfully resurrects 
the earliest era of rock ‘n’ 
roll doesn’t mean that he 
isn’t interested in the dec¬ 
ades of music that came after 
Little Richard. Throughout a 
40-minute conversation, the 
Oklahoma native speaks of 
the subtle ways he has been 
influenced by rap, punk, 
modern pop and even the Te- 


jano sounds of Selena. 

“I’ll play a Smiths song 
every once in a while, de¬ 
pending on who’s in the van,” 
he says of the soundtrack to 
the drives between gigs. 

The Smiths were an un¬ 
deniable influence on the 
title track of his new al¬ 
bum on the Rounder label. 
Signs and Signifiers. That 
restrained atmospheric slow- 
burning tune is one of the 
true standouts on the album 
full of rockabilly flavored 
rave ups. 

“There are bands that 
I could name that are just 
completely at like 99 all the 
time,” says McPherson of the 
frenzied tempo that many 
of his own songs hit.

extremely intense hardcore 
performances and then pep¬ 
per them with reggae, so it 
was like this ebb and flow, 
and that’s so important.”

stepped right out of a Nor¬

Fans long awaiting new epi¬ 
sodes of Arrested Develop¬ 
ment will soon get their 
— and all at once. 

While onstage at the 
National Association of 
Broadcasters convention on 
Tuesday, Netflix chief Ted 
Sarandos announced that all 
10 episodes of the fourth sea¬ 
son of Arrested Development 
will premiere together, on 
one day, sometime next year 
on the streaming website, re¬ 
ports Vulture. 

The announcement may 
be news to Arrested star Tony 
Hale, who plays dysfunctional 
youngest son Buster Bluth. 
While promoting his new pol¬ 
itical satire Veep in an inter¬ 
view on Monday, Hale told us 
he prefers to be blissfully un¬ 
aware of details regarding the 
series’ return.

Hale said the writers are 
almost finished perming 
scripts, but that he is dehber- 
ately sta 3 dng out of the loop 
when it comes to potential 
storylines. 

“Here’s the thing; I really 
don’t want to hear the plot¬ 


lines because the whole fun of 
the show was the element of 
surprise, where we would be 
doing the show and then all 
of a sudden we’d read a script 
and I’d be like, ‘OK, well, in 
this episode my hand’s com¬ 
ing off,”’ he says, referring 
to Buster’s infamous incident 
with a biting seal. 

“I love that surprise, so I 
kind of don’t want any infor¬ 
mation.

ARE A GOOD WAY 
TO SEND A MESSAGE 

Pro-sumers are the new environmentally 
friendly consumer, says Keith Treffry, 
director of communications, Earth Day 
Canada. 

Treffry defines a “pro-sumer” as 
someone who is environmentally proac¬ 
tive and aware when they shop. 

“The goal is to make informed deci¬ 
sions and to purchase items that have 
the least impact on the environment — 
if a purchase is made at all.” 

Here are the types of questions pro¬ 
sumers ask when weighing their buying 
decisions. 

• Do I need this or just want it? “Err 
more on the side of really needing 
things instead of just wanting things,” 
says Treffry. 

• Can I make do with what I already 
have at home? While resisting peer pres¬ 
sure can be tough, try not to be 
pressured into buying the latest product. 
It’s likely that by the time you buy it, a 
newer, slightly modified version will be 
out. 

• How will this purchase impact the en¬ 
vironment? One big consideration is 
packaging. Avoid overpackaged goods 
or leave packaging behind to send a mes¬ 
sage to the retailer and manufacturer. 



• How green is the product in terms of 
its manufacture? Do some research and 
find out what the reputation of the 
manufacturer is in terms of 
environmental record and corporate so¬ 
cial responsibility. 

• Once you are finished with the 
product, how long will it take for it to be 
reintegrated into the Earth, or is that 
even possible? 

Remember that recycling should be 
the last resort. First, think about reduc¬ 
ing and then reusing. 


WHAT YOU DON’T BUY ALSO COUNTS 


The consumer products that Keith Tre- 
ffrey at Earth Day Canada doesn’t buy 
sends just as big a message as what he 
does buy. 

• Has a small, high-efficiency air con¬ 
ditioner, but relies most on natural 
cooling methods in the summer — 
shutting blinds and curtains during the 
day and opening windows at night.

# OILSEED WORKS WINS 20U EARTH DAY SMALL BUSINESS AWARD 


They all laughed at Christopher Colum¬ 
bus, goes the song. Greg Herriott got 
the same reaetion in the early ’90s when 
he first tried peddling hemp as food. 

It’s beeause of the eannabis eonnee- 
tion, explains Herriott, whose eompany. 
Oilseed Works, won the Earth Day 
Canada 2011 Small Business Award. 

Initially, Herriott wasn’t interested in 
ereating a eompany to sell hemp. He 
only wanted to ereate a marketing eam- 
paign to 
show- 


ease his graphie design firm’s abilities. 
When a elose friend living in Oregon 
sent him info about industrial hempseed 
oil, he reeognized its promotional 
aspeets immediately. 

But further researeh revealed so 
many environmental and health benefits 
that Herriott thought he might be on to 
something. The “ad eampaign” generat¬ 
ed sueh a positive response, he filed 
trademark applieations, tried eold- 
pressing the hempseed oil, and 


were intrigued, Herriott says. Hemp 
oil’s health benefits — an 82 per eent 
eoneentrate of essential fatty aeids 
ineluding omega-3 and naturally oeeur- 
ring antioxidants — were virtually un¬ 
known. 

Herriott and his wife eventually pur- 
ehased a 50-aere farm north of Barrie, 
Ont., and launehed Oilseed Works 
(hempola.eom), whieh ereates produets 
made from non-genetieally modified 
oilseeds. 


stoek. They knew from researeh, 
though, that biodiesel eould be made 
from hemp. Produeed in 100-litre 
batehes, the fuel ran all the farm’s 
maehinery.

Herriotts to ereate

Generating interest in Ontario is 
slow going, but they figure it will even¬ 
tually eateh on.

When Heather MaeFadyen looks out 
her kitehen window, what she sees 
takes her breath away — miles of 
rolling green-elad foothills, the Bow 
River, grazing elk and the towering 
ranges of the Roeky Mountains. 

The natural beauty has delighted 
generations and she takes pride know¬ 
ing that thanks to her hard work and 
that of others, it will be here for gener¬ 
ations to eome.

Eneroaehing development 
threatened wildlife that needed to trav¬ 
el safely through the Three Sisters Cor¬ 
ridor between Banff National Park and 
the Wind Valley. 

“I began to realize this was 
something I eould do,” she reealls. “It 
beeame my self-ehosen avoeation.” 

For II years, she eo-ordinated meet¬ 
ings, petitions and letter-writing eam¬ 
paigns to ereate a seientifieally 
funetional wildlife eorridor running 14 



kilometres through the Bow Valley — 
with width and slope that eould be used 
by bears, eougars, wolves, elk and deer 
to travel and feed without eneountering 
people — proteeted in perpetuity. 

She also helped persuade the 
provinee of Alberta to return 57 aeres 
of land to Bow Valley Wildland Park 
and the Wind Valley Corridor. 

Her effort earned her the 2010 Earth 
Day Canada Hometown Heroes 
Individual Award. But more than that, 
it earned her the right to look out her 
window at one of the most beautiful 
plaees on Earth, unspoiled habitat in all 
direetions, and know that it will be pro¬ 
teeted forever. 

There is just one pieee of the puzzle 
she has yet to eomplete. She and fellow 
eonservationists eontinue to lobby for 
provineial proteetion of the last three 
kilometres of the eorridor, the eonneet- 
ing link between Banff and Wind Val¬ 
ley. - Kim Zarzour

The industry also uses an estimated three litres of water 
to produce one litre of bottled water, and there is a lot of 
energy that goes into the processing of the water, adds 
Jode Roberts, spokesperson for the Vancouver-based 
David Suzuki Foundation. 


BY THE NUMBERS 

• The Canadian Bottled Water As¬ 
sociation notes that bottled water 
packaging accounts for 40 per cent 
of all plastic beverage container 
packaging. 

• The plastic required to create all 
the water bottles used by 
Canadians each year weighs more 
than 1,300 empty Boeing 747 
airplanes. 

• Energy used to make them is 
enough to power 190,000 homes. 

THE GOOD NEWS 

• Canadians are drinking less 
bottled water. Statistics Canada re¬ 
ports that in 2009, 24 per cent of 
households drank bottled water as 
their primary source of water. That 
was down 30 per cent from 2007.
